Detroiter Killed 
In Fiery Crash 
A t Gary Airport 


GARY. Ind. (A P )-A Detroit 
businessman, delayed two days 
here by bad weather, was killed 
Friday when his single - engine 
plane crashed in flames at Gary 
Airport. 
Airport authorities said Jam es 
McKillip, 45, had taken off in a 
heavy overcast and with visibil­ 
ity less than 500 feet. He circled 
the airport and then tried to 
land. He overshot the runway 
on his first attem pt and crashed 
at the end of the runway on his 
second try, authorities said. 
Police said McKillip was em­ 
ployed by Argo Marine Supply 
Co. of New York City. 
Jerry Westmoreland, flight in­ 
structor at 
the airport, 
said 
several persons tried to talk 
McKillip out of trying to leave 
because he didn't have instru­ 
ments. 
Westmoreland said it was be­ 
lieved the engine stalled when 
McKillip banked the Beechcraft 
Bonanza on the second landing 
attempt.

tion of King in Memphis. Tenn., j 
the bureau further pictured Ray \ 
as a 40-year-old white man in 
trouble with the law since his 
youth—and one who “should be 
considered armed and extrem e­ 
ly dangerous.” 
There was no indication the 
FBI was any closer to catching 
Ray than it was Wednesday 
when it put the name Galt on a 
fugitive w arrant charging him 
“and an individual whom he al­ 
leged to be his brother” with 
conspiring to deprive K ng of 
his civil right to travel from 
state to state. 
Escaped In 1967 
In addition a w arrant charg­ 
ing Galt with first degree mur­ 
der has been issued by state au­ 
thorities in Memphis, 
Ray fled the Missouri Peniten­ 
tiary—where he was serving the 
seventh year of a 20-year sen­ 
tence for a 1959 m arket holdup 
and auto theft in St. Louis—on 
April 23, 1967. 
Prison officials, who said a 
1966 escape try by Ray was 
thwarted when he was discov­ 
ered in a ventilator shaft, indi­ 
cated he succeeded the next 
year by hiding in a truck car­ 
rying bread from the peniten­ 
tiary bakery to its honor farms. 
The earlier escape attem pt 
landed Ray in a Fulton, Mo. 
prison hospital facility for a 
mental checkup. 
The FBI said Erie Starvo Galt 
was erne of a string of aliases fa­ 
vored by Ray in frequent brush­ 
es with the law beginning when 
he was 21—several years after 
he dropped out of high school in 
the 10th grade. 
Many Aliases 
In addition to the aliases John 
Willard and Harvey Lowmyer 
listed on the FBI fugitive war­ 
rant, the bureau said Ray has 
also called himself Jam es Mc­ 
Bride, Jam es Walton, 
W. 
C. 
Herron and Jam es O'Connor. 
John Willard was the name 
used by the man who checked 
into a shoddy Memphis rooming 
house overlooking the Lorraine 
Motel, where King was fatally 
shot as he stood on a balcony 
and talked with friends. 
The FBI has said Erie Starvo 
Galt purchased a 30.06 rifle in 
Birmingham five days before 
the 
assassination. 
That 
rifle, 
with a telescopic sight intact, 
was recovered outside the room­ 
ing house just after the assassi­ 
nation. 
The FBI did not make clear 
where it got the fingerprints 
which it matched aga Hist its 
files to show Galt is actually 
Ray.

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. war­ 
planes set a 1968 record for the 
second straight day Friday as 
they flew 160 missions to blast 
supply targets in North Viet­ 
nam ’s southern panhandle. 
American 
fliers had 
set 
a 
record for the year Thursday 
when they flew 145 missions, the 
largest number in nearly four 
months. 
The Air Force. Navy and Ma­ 
rine pilots on Friday’s 
raids 
said 
they 
encountered 
light 
ground fire and evaded several 
antiaircraft 
missiles 
fired 
at 
them in the coastal area be­ 
tween Vinh and Dong Hoi. 
They 
hit 
bridges, 
roads, 
trucks and supply points in the 
area left open to them under 
President 
Johnson’s 
bombing 
curtailment order, designed to 
draw Hanoi into peace talks. 
The northeast monsoon over 
North Vietnam is almost over 
and with the rapidly improving 
weather, the number of Ameri­ 
can air strikes is expected to in­ 
crease unless the President or­ 
ders full her curtailment. 
Although 
Friday’s 160 mis­ 
sions set a record for 1968, the 
number is well below the all- 
time Vietnam war record of 209 
set last Aug. 19 before the mon­ 
soon season began. 
Tile U.S. Command said the 
deepest penetration Friday was 
about 168 miles above the demil­ 
itarized zone against a railroad 
spur near Vinh. This was below 
the 19th Parallel, a boundary 
U.S. planes have been observing 
even though Johnson’s public 
statements gave the northern 
limit as the 20th Parallel. 
No American planes were re­ 
ported shot down, but in a week­ 
ly report the U.S. Command 
said 1,070 American warplanes 
had been lost in combat as of 
Tuesday—823 over North Viet­ 
nam and 247 in the South. An­ 
other 1,002 planes have been an­ 
nounced lost in accidents not in­ 
volving direct enemy action. 
The command also announced 
that 643 helicopters have been 
shot down, all but none in South 
Vietnam, and another 920 chop­ 
pers have been lost to nonhostile 
causes.

The editorial which brushed 
aside the IO additional Ameri­ 
can-proposed

ment by a North Vietnam for­ 
eign ministry spokesman which 
said the sites proposed by Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Rusk did 
not even meet U.S. conditions. 


It said that there were only 
U.S. embassies rn the additional 
capitals and that many of them 
failed to fit Rusk’s specification 
that they be neutral. 
It said that in three weeks the 
United States had gone from 
posing no conditions to piling up

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate, which voted earlier this 
year to trim federal spending by 
$6 billion, has extended its econ­ 
omy drive to the adm inistra­ 
tion’s massive defense budget. 
But the $660 million reduction 
voted Friday by a heavy 45 to 13 
majority still left the military 
procurement authorization at a 
total of $21.3 billion, some $1.2 
billion more than Congress ap­ 
propriated last year. 
Cut Adopted 
After adopting tile 3 per cent 
cut offered by Sen. John J. Wil­ 
liams, 
R-Del., which did not 
specify 
where 
the 
reductions 
would be, the Senate passed the 
bill 54 to 3 and sent it on to the 
House. Voting against it were 
three 
D e m o c r a t s : 
Ernest 
Gruening 
of 
Alaska, 
Gaylord 
Nelson of Wisconsin and Majori­ 
ty Leader Mike Mansfield of 
Montana. 
Mansfield, who took little p artj 
in the three-day debate which 
saw most efforts to cut the bill 
fail. then took the floor to de­ 
nounce the bill—especially the 
$183.6 million for fast deploy­ 
ment logistic ships which had 
been held in the measure earlier 
by three votes. 
Not World Policeman 
“If we build these ships,” he 


told a nearly deserted Senate, 
“we will be regarded more than 
ever as the world’s policeman. 
We are not the world’s police­ 
man. We do not have the re­ 
sources or authority to tell any­ 
one in the world what they shall 
do op not do. 
“We are not even able to take 
care of the problems we have at 
home,” Mansfield added. 
Sen. Joseph S. Clark. D-Pa., 
offered tile amendment to elimi­ 
nate the four ships, but it was 
defeated 31 to 28. 
Clark also tried to slash the 
bill by $2.3 billion, a little more 
than IO per cent. That lost 44 to 
12 after Sen. John C. Stennis, 
D-Miss., warned that even more 
money would be needed for pro­ 
curement later in the year. 
13 Opposed Cut 
“We have had terrific losses 
in Vietnam.” he said, without 
specifying those losses. Clark 
had contended, “We have got to 
start cutting back this gargan­ 
tuan 
military-industrial 
com­ 
plex that has this nation by its 
throat.” 
Only 7 Democrat* and 6 Re­ 
publicans apposed Williams’ 3 
per cent cut, while 30 Demo­ 
crats and 15 Republicans sup­ 
ported it.

GREENWOOD. Ark. (AP) — 
A tornado that devastated this 
western Arkansas town Friday 
killed at least 13 persons, police 
said today, as the search for ad­ 
ditional victims resumed. 
More than 270 persons were 
treated for injuries, either at 
hospitals in nearby Fort Smith 
or in an emergency medical 
center established in the library 
here, state police said. 
The tornado swooped out of a 
spring 
thunderstorm 
at 
3:w3 
p.m. Friday and slammed into 
the 
business district, 
leveling 
about half of the buildings on 
the town square and heavily 
damaging most of the others. 
A search of the rubble re­ 
sumed at dawn and workers 
feared that more dead and in­ 
jured would be found. 
Marines On Guard 
The 
area 
was 
guarded 
through the night by about 30 
Marine reservists from Texar­ 
kana. 
shifted 
from 
weekend 
training at nearby Ft. Chaffee, 
and some Air Force reservists. 
Every building in the main 
building area, which is built on 
a square, was damaged. 
Ambulances from several cit­ 
ies in the area converged on 
Greenwood to carry the injured 
to hospitals in Fort Smith, 18 
miles north. 
Bill Kennedy, a Forth Smith 
Times Record newsman, who 
flew over Greenwood two hours 
after the storm struck, said the 
path of destruction was about 
200 feet wide and half a mile 
long. 
The storm brushed through a 
residential area 
im 
southwest 
Greenwood before it slammed 
into the business district and 
then moved on to the northeast. 
Most of the dead were found in 
the first area hit. 
Trafic Jammed 
Communications 
w e r e 
knocked out and traffic jam s de­ 
veloped on highways leading out 
of Greenwood, hampering res­ 
cue efforts. 
The rampaging twister was 
spawned by a squall line that 
dumped rain on eastern Oklaho­ 
ma and western Arkansas late 
I Friday. 
The U.S. Weather Bureau said 
tornadoes 
also 
struck 
near 
; Waveland, 
Booneville, 
Darda­ 
nelle and Clarksville, all towns 
north and east of Greenwood, 
but the only deaths and injuries 
re d rie d were at Greenwood. 
No estim ate of the property 
dam age was availabile but the 
Weather Bureau said the twister 
was the most destructive Arkan­ 
sas has seen since 1952 when a 
March storm leveled Judsonia 
in central Arkansas, killing 111.

Nixon Wows' 
News Editors 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Rich­ 
ard M. Nixon has won warm 
praise from the American Socie­ 
ty 
of 
Newspaper 
Editors—a 
group that gave only perfuncto­ 
ry applause to Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller the day before. 
Editors interviewed at ran­ 
dom following Nixon’s Friday’s 
appearance at the ASNE con­ 
vention called the former vice 
president warm, witty and win­ 
ning. 
They voiced less kind words 
about the Thursday speech by 
Rockefeller, the New York gov­ 
ernor and Nixon's potential ri­ 
val for the Republican presiden­ 
tial nomination. 
“Nixon made a much better 
impression 
here 
than 
Gov. 
Rockefeller,” 
said 
Vermont 
Royster, 
editor of 
the 
Wall 
Street Journal. “I’m sure ifs 
the sentiment of the editors gen­ 
erally—he was much moire im­ 
pressive.” 
Nixon stood behind a lone mi­ 
crophone on a short, red-carpet­ 
ed runway raised above the 
luncheon tables. The setting had 
the air of a night club perform­ 
ance—and, 
in 
show 
business 
parlance, he wowed them. 
The editors interrupted with 
solid applause more than a doz­ 
en times. They laughed 
fre­ 
quently at his jests and at the 
end they accorded Nixon a lusty 
and lengthy standing ovation. 
In 
contrast, 
Rockefeller’s 
luncheon 
address 
on 
urban 
problems Thursday was digest­ 
ed in silence. The audience rose 
at the start, but not the finish, 
when the editors accorded him 
lukewarm applause. 
“Most editors with whom I’ve 
talked found it disappointing,” 
said John S. Knight, publisher 
of the Miami Herald. 
Nixon called for a morato­ 


rium on Vietnam criticism to 
give President Johnson a free 
hand while trying to settle the 
war. 
He 
criticized 
what 
he 
termed unrealistic promises on 
urban problems. And he called 
for budget cuts to protect the 
dollar. But it wasn’t as mueh 
what he said as how he said it. 
Royster, one of the four edi­ 
tors on a panel that quizzed Nix­ 
on, compared the candidate of 
1968 to the nominee of eight 
years ago and said: 
“His manner has become eas­ 
ier. He still uses the debating 
devices, but in a smoother, bet­ 
ter polished way. He is more 
mature, less abrasive.”

Seven more telephone cables 
were severed

day of a strike by 18.200 work­ 
ers at Michigan Bell Telephone 
Co. 
State Police and the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation probed 
the 
latest 
cable-cutting 
inci­ 
dents, along with the severing 
of a cable Friday. All were in 
the Lansing area. 
Police said as many as 15,000 
Michigan Bell customers may 
have lost telephone service be­ 
cause of the seven cable breaks 
today. Each cable was reported 
to have carried 2,100 lines. Com­ 
pany supervisors sought to re­ 
pair the breaks. 
No 
weekend 
meetings were 
planned between the company 
and 
the striking Communica­ 
tions Workers of America. 
“We’re still looking for that 
first 
national 
pattern.” said 
Mike Handley, CWA staff rep-, 
resentative in Detroit. 
Asked if any new negotiations 
were 
scheduled, Handley said, 
“Not that I know of.” 
Workers 
at 
Michigan Bell 
joined 
fellow 
CWA 
members 
across the country Thursday in 
the first nationwide walkout at 
the utility since a 44-day strike 
in 1947. 
Handley said CWA in Michi­ 
gan would continue to negotiate 
during the strike but with an 


eye on any possible “ pattern 
setting” agreements 
elsewhere 
in the country. 
Despite the strike at Michigan 
Bell, which services 90 per cent 
of the telephones across the 
state, service continued on a 
relatively normal basis. 
To many customers, the only 


difference in service was the! 
unexpected voice of male oper­ 
ators filling the void. 
The close to normal service J 
was a result of automated local 
calls and long distance direct 
dialing and supervisory person­ 
nel manning the switchboards. 
In Washington, American Tel­ 


ephone & Telegram said serv­ 
ice was disrupted 
in several 
areas across the country when 
cables were cut. 
Union 
President 
Joseph

Benne said the union does not 
condone 
cable 
cutting 
and 
added: “We know that none of 
our people are doing this.”

Barnard Plans 


New Surgery 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Dr. 
Christiaan 
Barnard 
says 
he 
plans another heart transplant 
attempt in about six weeks, this 
one using fiermanently implant­ 
ed silver studs as physiological 
signposts. 
Barnard, leader of a South Af­ 
rican team that performed the 
operation on the world’s only 
living heart transplant patient 
—Dr. Philip Blabberg—revealed 
plane for his third heart trans­ 
plant operation at a 
Friday 
news conference in Washington. 
He said surgeons will sew sev­ 
eral 
silver 
clips 
around the 
edges of the heart after taking it 
from a newly dead person and 
implanting it in the chest of a 
gravely ill patient yet to be se­ 
lected. 
The idea will be to have the 
small salver clips serve as sign­ 
posts to allow Barnard and his 
colleagues to quickly spot by 
Xray any enlargement of the 
heart, however slight, following 
the transplant surgery. 
At the sam e time Barnard re­ 
ported that Blaiberg, who has 
now gone 109 days since his sur­ 
gery, “is improving every day.” 
“We doctors feel very happy 
about him,” Barnard said. “ He 
has improved beyond our expec­ 
tations.”

Beck, Lansing, assistant attor­ 
ney general, that it is his opin­ 
ion that the Indians “may hunt1 
and fish at will upon the lands 
of the reservation without Ii-1 
censing of any kind by the state 
and without any regulation of 
any kind by the state or any 
other governmental agency of 
any kind.” 
Federal Suit 
Chippewas of the western Up­ 
per Peninsula asked the District 
Court to determine whether they 
must observe state hunting and 
fishing laws on certain lands and 
waters in Baraga County.

Types Of Land 
At issue are three types of 
lands — tribal lands, allotted 
lands and government - owned 
lands in which title is held by 
tile Farm Security Administra­ 
tion but which are managed by 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs. 
There are 1.601 acres of tribal 
lands in the L’Anse - Baraga In­ 
dian Reservation. There are 8,-i 
124 acres of allotted lands in 
Baraga County. These are lands 


allotted to individual Indians in 
the late 1800s. There are 4,016 
acres of FSA lands in Baraga 
County. 
The Conservation Department 
concedes that Indians have un­ 
limited hunting 
and 
fishing 
rights on tribal lands. It does 
not believe the Indians have any 
tribal rights on allotted lands, 
however, and it maintains that 
Indians have no 
control over 
FSA lands at all. 
However, since July 27, 1967 
— shortly after the Chippewas’ 
complaint was filed in District 
Court — the department has 
considered Indian rights as ex­ 
tending both to tribal and al­ 
lotted lands and says it will con­ 
tinue to do so until the federal 
court case is decided. 
The Indians’ position is that 
they have unlimited hunting and 
fishing rights not only on these 
lands but also on any waters 
fronting on them — including 
Keweenaw Bay.

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What s On Top 


Man lives by the top six inches of the soil. 
How he cares for that precious topsoil determines 
whether his society is going to endure and flourish. 
Some civilizations have been lost when fertility disap­ 
peared. Egypt’s long history of culture — it had a rather 
advanced civilization thousands of years before Christ 
— has been related to the Nile, whose annual floodings 
provided the only fertile areas in a desert country. 
Here in the lipper Peninsula the first fanning was 
done by white men in the 1820s. These were feeble ef­ 
forts, with grains and rutabagas planted between the 
stumps of cleared areas. Earlier there had been Indian 
gardens here with maize, beans and squashes, but there 
wasn’t much inheritance by the pioneers from Indian 
gardening, the first white settlers knew so much more 
about horticulture than the Indians that they didn’t look 
for any local tricks in the diggings beside the wigwams. 
* 
* 
* 
The Upper Peninsula’s regard for the land h a s 
changed several times. At first its forests production of 
fur-bearing animals was its greatest worth. With set­ 
tlement the forests themselves became valuable as a 
source of wood for building materials. 
The process of clearing the land for agriculture 
was less wasteful in the Upper Peninsula than in the 
Lower Peninsula. Downstate areas of forest were cut 
down and burned to clear the land. In the U. P. the tim­ 
ber was harvested in the clearing process. The destruc­ 
tive influence of fire on Upper Peninsula lands came 
after the logging, when the cutover lands — especially 
the pine plains, which were usually too sandy for farm­ 
ing — burned over and over again. There was no forest 
fire control and slashings existed everywhere — tinder 
dry and ready for a spill of burning tobacco, a runaway 
campfire, a spark from a chimney or locomotive, or 
a lightning bolt. 
* 
★ 
* 
Our farming was quite a long time in adopting prac­ 
tices which kept the precious topsoil on the top of the 
land. (It takes a heck of a long time to make topsoil 
from the grinding down of rock by natural processes.) 
For a century our farming was up-and-down hill, so 
that the furrow’s became little ditches which helped the 
rain to carry the fertile topsoil off the hillsides, leaving 
the sterile mineral soil exposed. 
When contour plowing and cultivation w as adopted, 
and other practices which anchored the topsoil by keep­ 
ing a cover crop on it as much as possible so it wouldn’t 
blow* away or flow* away, erosion was impeded. 
The Upper Peninsula, thanks to the wrork of de­ 
voted hundreds of men and w’omen — mostly farmers, 
but with their ranks now including important numbers 
of recreational land ow’ners — is a much better soil 
bank than it wTas when the Soil Conservation Service 
started its program. 
♦

★ 
The Delta County Soil Conservation District was or­ 
ganized in 1950. Next Monday night at the Legion Hall 
at Perkins it will hold its 18th annual meeting and Soil 
Conservationist Jack Kreiner will be able to report to 
the membership that 1967 was another year of progress. 
Agriculture, of course, is in a state of revolutionary 
change, but the land still is the basic source of our 
wealth and these conservators of its topsoil merit the 
interest and support of the public. 
Last year was an important one for the Soil Con­ 
servation District because of the completion of all the 
field w’ork for the cooperative soil survey in Delta Coun­ 
ty and the Western Hiawatha National Forest. This is 
a basic work of resource identification which should 
have been done many years ago. We’re fortunate to 
have it done even now’, however, as most other U. P. 
counties haven’t been surveyed yet and don’t know’ in 
terms of modern apprasail what their soils resources 
are. 
*

* 
There are 753,000 acres in Delta County and there 
are now 95,442 acres of the total in the Delta County 
Soil District’s membership ownership. These lands in­ 
clude most of the best farmlands in the county. The 
number of new’ cooperators (members) in the district 
in the first three-fourths of this year totaled only 14, 
the smallest number since 1965, but the acreage added 
— 5,074 — w’as much larger than the 2,192 acres added 
in the previous year. 
The falling number of new cooperators reflects a 
diminishing potential as the cumulative total of coop­ 
erators rises and represents more and more of the total 
number of farm owners. There were 16 new’ farm con­ 
servation plans made or revised in the three quarter 
year period to Mar. 31, compared with 12 in 1967 and 
they involved 4,316 acres compared with 1,120. The 
cumulative number of plans rose from 266 to 285 and 
from an acreage of 47,319 to one of 52,610. 
So the soil use planning and saving continues in a 
healthy manner. And Soil Conservationist Jack Kreiner 
and Chairman Melvin Taylor of Schaffer and Directors 
Nap Sharkey of Perkins, Dave Soderman of Brampton, 
Albert Lippens of Hyde and Elmer Lepisto of Rock all 
rate a “Well Done!” from the public.

There will be no “ne­ 
gotiations” as normally under­ 
stood, but months and maybe 
years of alternating declara­ 
tions of position by two sides. 
Outside events and pressures 
carry the only hope of produc­ 
ing real agreement. When the 
pressures are missing, as in

talks” after the 
Korean armistice, nothing hap­ 
pens. There is no peace agree­ 
ment today. 
America’s Viet­ 
nam negotiators will be grave­

Woodlands must be stocked 
with quality trees if they are 
to produce a valuable crop. 
Rotten, deformed, poor qual­ 
ity, small, and over-crowded 
trees have never had much 
economic value for use iii wood 
products. They should be re­ 
moved from a woodland just 
as poor quality garden plants 
are removed from the garden 
rows. 
Tree 
size 
determines 
how 
much space is needed. A tree 
with 
the proper amount of 
space 
will 
grow 
faster and 
make 
more 
wood 
than 
one 
which is crowded. A new layer 
of wood grows between the 
bark and the cid wood each 
year in the spring and early 
summer. Both young and old 
trees need room if they are to 
attain the wanted growth. 
A simple guide can be used 
to 
determine 
if 
trees 
hive 
enough room. The average tree 
diam eter in inches measured at 
feet 
above 
the 
ground 
should be less than the aver­ 
age distance between trees in 
the woodland measured in feet. 
Excess 
trees 
should 
be 
re­ 
moved to concentrate growth 
on the better trees. Both hard­ 
woods and evergreen planta­ 
tions require proper spacing. 
Landowners can learn to ex­ 
amine their woodlands and de­ 
termine if their trees have the 
room they need. W inter is a 
good time to do this job, and 
technical guidance can be ob­ 
tained if desired. 
Jack Kreiner, work unit con­ 
servationist of Escanaba Soil 
Conservation 
Service 
office 
serving the Delta Soil Conserv­ 
ation District, has guidelines to 
use when prescribing proper 
land use and treatm ent for a 
woodland. 
He can show you 
how much room trees should 
have and how' improper w'ide 
apacing will reduce the total 
production of a woodland and 
reduce the quality of the wood 
being grown. 
The examination of a wood­ 
land can be interesting and the 
work of spacing trees can even 
become fun. 
Work for short 
periods of time, take frequent 
rests for a change of pace, for 
watching wildlife, 
or to ob­ 
serve the trees to see W'hat 
has been accomplished. Or get 
together an hour a week with 
your neighbor and spend the 
time bettering both your wood­ 
lands. 
It can be healthful, exhilar­ 
ating, and useful. 
Even two 
trees properly spaced is an ac­ 
complishment. A small amount 
of effort can be worthwhile 
and show tremendous results 
over a short period of time.
